You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  Town  Hall  in  said 
Sandown  on  Tuesday,  the  Eleventh  day  of  March,  next  at  one- 
thirty  of  the  clock  in  the  afternoon,  to  act  upon  the  following  sub- 
jects: 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year 
ensuing.

7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sura  of  $3,400.00  for  Black  Topping  the  Hawke-Wood  Road 
from  the  Crowell  residence  to  the  Danville  Line,  also  the  Phillips- 
wood  Road,  so  called,  from  !  Route  121A  to  the  turn  around  at  the 
end  of  the  Public  Highway. 

8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  buy  an  EVP-lOO  Swen- 
son  Sand  or  Salt  Spreader  -  or  equal,  together  with  a  used  truck 
chassis  to  carry  this  Spreader.

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LIBRARIAN'S  REPORT 

Many  of  our  residents  have  continued  to  use  the  Public 
Library  in  1968,  and  we  have  seen  a  great  number  of  new  borrowers 
become  regular  visitors.  The  Trustees  and  Librarian  have  strived 
to  fill  the  needs  of  the  town  for  good  Library  service. 

The  State  Library  Bookmobile  continues  to  supplement  our 
own  collection  at  regular  intervals,  and  borrowers  may  request  books 
from  the  State  Library  through  our  own  Library.  We  are  participat- 
ing in  the  State  Library  Development  program  and  receive  central 
cataloging  and  book  purchasing  benefits. 

The  Friends  of  the  Library  have  purchased  a  new  steel 
bookshelf  unit,  and  voted  to  purchase  a  used  typewriter  for  the  Li- 
brary. 

Trustees  purchased  a  new  steel  desk  and  chair,  which 
makes  an  attractive  addition  to  the  Library  furnishings. 

We  wish  to  thank  those  individuals  who  donated  books 
from  their  own  collections,  and  state  that  some  duplicate  copies 
and  volumes  which  were  not  suited  to  the  Library  collection  were 
sold  for  us  by  a  thoughtful  resident,  and  profit  used  by  Trustees 
for  Library  improvement. 

Due  to  lack  of  adequate  space  in  the  Library,  the  Trust- 
ees and  Librarian  found  it  necessary  to  discontinue  the  visits  of  the 
school  children  in  classes  to  the  Library  every  two  weeks.  This 
curtailment  of  service  is  reflected  in  the  number  of  visitors  to  the 
Library,  and  books  circulated  throughout  the  year.  We  have  found 
it  necessary  to  remove  all  study  tables  to  allow  room  for  borrowers 
to  have  access  to  the  shelves.  It  is  our  sincere  hope  that  at  some 
future  date  provisions  may  be  made  for  enlarging  the  Library.

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PROPOSED  CHANGES  TO  BUILDING,  ZONING,  SUBDIVISION  AND 
TRAILER  ORDINANCES,   TOWN  OF  SANDOWN,  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 

1.  To  change  article  II,  section  VI,  to  read:  "There  shall  be  a 
$15.00  fee  for  building  permits  issued  for  the  erection  of  new 
residential  or  recreational  homes.  There  shall  be  a  fee  of 
$5. 00  for  a  permit  for  an  addition  or  alteration  to  an  existing 
structure  if  said  addition  or  alteration  will  add  more  than 
$500. 00  to  the  market  value  of  the  structure. " 

2.  To  change  article  III,  section  II  to  read:  "Every  dwelling 
shall  have  a  minimum  ground  floor  area  of  500  sq.  ft.  outside 
measurement  for  each  family  unit.  Steps  or  ground  level  ter- 
races shall  not  be  considered  a  part  of  the  dwelling  for  the 
purpose  of  this  section. " 

3.  To  change  article  IV,  section  II,  to  read:  "Every  dwelling 
shall  have  a  minimum  ground  floor  area  of  400  sq,  ft.  Steps 
or  ground  level  terraces  shall  not  be  considered  part  of  the 
dwelling  for  the  purpose  of  this  section. " 

4.  To  change  article  V,  section  III,  to  read:  "each  application 
shall  be  accompanied  by  a  $10.00  application  fee  and  by  such 
information,  including  plans  and  specifications  as  may  be  re- 
quired by  the  administrative  authority. " 

5.  To  change  article  V,  section  VI,  to  read:  "No  trailer  or  mo- 
bile home  shall  be  allowed  within  the  radius  of  two  (2)  miles 
of  the  Town  Hall.  " 

6.  To  change  article  VI,  section  III,  PPGH  I,  to  read:  "The  en- 
tire area  of  each  street  shall  be  cleared  of  all  stumps,  brush, 
roots,  boulders,  and  like  material,  as  well  as  all  trees  within 
7  feet  of  the  roadbed  in  Zone  A,  and  5  feet  in  Zone  B.  All 
loam  and  other  deleterious  material  shall  be  removed  from  the 
roadbed.  All  boulders  and  ledge  shall  be  broken  off  to  a  depth 
of  not  less  than  12  inches  below  the  sub  grade.  All  streets  shall 
be  graded  with  at  least  12  inches  of  gravel  and  the  upper  6 
inches  of  gravel  shall  be  of  a  quality  recommended  by  the 
board  of  Selectmen,  to  a  width  of  not  less  than  24  ft.  in  zone 
A,   and  20  ft.    in  zone  B.    All  new  streets  shall  be  asphalted 
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using  "mixed  bit"  or  "mix  in  place"  material  to  a  minimum 
depth  of  3  inches,  the  minimum  width  of  asphalted  streets  shall 
be  20  ft,  in  zone  A  and  18  ft.  in  zone  B. " 

7.  To  change  article  VI,  section  III,  Pgh  P,  to  read:  "Before  ap- 
proval of  a  subdivision  by  the  planning  board  there  shall  be  a 
bond  filed  by  the  subdivider  in  the  amount  sufficient  to  cover 
the  cost  of  the  preparation  of  the  streets.  This  bond  shall  be 
approved  as  to  form  and  sureties  by  the  legal  counsel  of  the 
Town  of  Sandown,  and  conditioned  on  the  completion  of  such 
improvement  within  one  to  five  years  of  the  date  of  bond,  as 
stipulated  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen. "
